Governor Wcodlin has prepared a list 
of all members ait the home who have 
boon furloughed since July as, at the 
same time giving their destination. 
This will be telegraphed to Burgeon 
General Wyman and will be spread 
broadcast through tho press, thus en­ 
abling municipalities whore the inmates 
may now be to detain them for a rea­ 
sonable length of time. 
Dr. Wyman 
has sent dispatches to the health com­ 
missioner of Baltimore aud the presi­ 
dent of the board of health of Richmond 
asking them what measures arc being 
takap regarding refugee* from the borne 
at Hampton or the adjoining town of 
Phoebus.

Bauta Fe, N. M , Aug. 3 .-0 . W. 
Hodge aud exploration party of the bu­ 
reau of ethnology at Washington have 
been engaged for the post fear days 
taking photographs of the nnique ooh 
laotian of stone Idols belonging lo ex- 
Governor L B. Prince. 
It consists of 
over 1,000 stone idols collected in all 
parts of New Mexico by ex-Governor 
Prince in the last 17 years, and is the 
only complete collection in existence. 
The idols were all recovered by excava­ 
tions made upon the alto of ancient 
Pueblo villages. 
Many of them ore so brittle that they 
have been broken, despite the most care­ 
ful handling. 
The appearance of the 
Idols is curious, and, besides represent­ 
ing human beings with faces expressing 
all aorts of emotions, and having their 
hands lidded in a peculiar way across 
their chests, there are representations 
of all sorts of animals, and have peculiar 
decorations or insert ptrona 
The idols are sculptured out of sand 
stone, pumice, lava and other material. 
Bom* are light enough to float in water. 
Some of them are almost six foot high. 
It ta difficult to tell tim age of the idols, 
and it ta only known that thor were 
used by the ancestors of the present 
Pueblo Indians before the Spanish don 
HU eel.

Tallahassee, Fla.. Aug. 3.—The town 
of Carrabelle, a prosperous port on the 
Gulf of Mexico, southwest of this city, 
is reported almost completely destroyed 
by a terrific wind and rain storm which 
passed through this section yesterday. 
Many boats which were in the harbor 
have been wrecked and most of the long 
wharf is gone, together with large 
quantities of uaval stores. 
At remark, the boathouse*, pavilion 
and boats have been destroyed. Uncon­ 
firmed reports say that the steamer 
Oresent City bos been lost bot ween 
Apalachicola and Carrabelle. 
Several persons are reported drowned } 
at Bt. Mark- 
A few houses were de­ 
stroyed at St. Teresa. 
The McIntyre, 
Athena ore and Curtis mills suffered se­ 
verely. 
A passenger train on the Car­ 
rabelle, Tallahassee aud Gulf railroad, 
Sh miles below Tallahassee, was badly 
wreck*Hi, but no one Is reported killed 
or injured. 
The turpentine interests in 
this section are greatly damaged and 
much injury hag boon done to crops. 
Th© wires are down south of here and 
railroad service to the gulf ports is sus­ 
pended. 
The storm was one of the 
hardest that ever passed over this sec­ 
tion. 
It came directly up from the 
gulf and started northward. 
For hours 
the wind was terrific, blowing at a high 
, rate, aud the rain fell in torrents, wash- 
* lag away many bridges, endangering 
I thoroughfare and railroads. 
The storm reached the coast Tuesday 
and there was no cessation until yester­ 
day. The wires and railroads have been 
j so in turf© m d with that the results of 
the storm are just beginning to reach 
this city. 
Along th© coast the fishing 
industry ho.** been «everely interfered 
with. 
Many Tallahoshoans are at the 
various resorts along the coost from 
which no reports ha va come, and the 
j conditions at these places is causing 
much anxiety. 
Parties who returned on the wrecking 
train whtoh went to Carrabelle report 
that the country along the route shows 
the effects of the storm. 
Tho tratu was 
compt lied to run w ith great caution 
owing to the condition in which the 
storm had placed the roadbed. The wa­ 
ter had been over the track in many 
places. 
Passengers on the train which 
was wrecked say the train was blown 
from the track. 
'Hie city of Apalachicola, at the mouth 
of th* Chattahoochee river, is entirely 
cut off fr *m communication, and noth­ 
ing can be learned from there. 
A new trestle over the Ochlocknee 
river at McIntyre was blown away. 
The wrecking train which went out yes­ 
terday into the stricken territory found 
over 200 trees on the track rn a run of 
SO miles. 
General Manager Crittenden, 
who had charge of the train, says that 
every Iowa along the line is desolated. 
Hutch, 
houses, churches, 
sawmills, 
wharves and pavilions were in many 
places blown from their positions and 
in many instance* completely wrecked. 
There are many rumors afloat here as 
to the I os.*' of Ufo, One mUlh&ud is 
known to have been drowned at McIn­ 
tyre. 
On* man was drowned at St. 
Marks, bat rumors place the loss of life 
there at 13. 
It is not believed here that any lives 
were lost at the numerous summer re­ 
sorts, but reliable news is unobtainable. 
A large relief party left Tallahassee 
for the stricken section today. 
The 
steamer Orescent City, which is reported 
lost, pl K S between A palachioola aud 
Carrabelle. She carries a crew of eight, 
but the number of passengers ou board 
is not km ow ii. 
Her captain is known a* 
a very cautious man, and it is believed 
and hoped here that he made tho Chat­ 
tahoochee river in a run for safety.
